Sexism in Little League 
Charged by Councilman — 


Charges of illegal sex dis- 
crimination were leveled against 
the Albany Little League in a 
heated Monday night City Coun- 
cil meeting. 


The national organization of 
Little League came under sharp 
criticism from Councilman Pat- 
rick Griffin for its official poli- 
ey of not allowing girls to try 
out or play on the, currently, 
allmale teams. 


Griffin cited the Discrimina- 
tion Act of 1963 that was 
amended in 1968 to include the 
abolishment of discrimination 
due to sex in publicly financed 
or supported organizations. 


The city contributed $1000 in 
the past fiscal year with no 
questions asked, according to 
Griffin, 


“If we're going to give them 
money,” Griffin said, “we must 
insist that they do not discrim- 
inate against anyone. 


“We have a moral obligation 
to the females in the city not to 
support an organization that 
discriminates against them." 


Mrs. Fern Luoma of the Lit- 
tle League Board of Directors 
and a long time Albany resident 
explained the use of the money 
to the Council. 


“The $1000 is for field main- 
tenance only and these are city 
properties. All the labor is don- 
ated.” 


Griffin moved that the city 
deny any permits or usage of 
city facilities to any organiza- 
tion that discriminates against 
race, creed, color or sex, with 
the ordinance going into effect 
in July, 1975, giving a full year 
for compliance. 


An amendment to the motion 
included that the local Little 
League be notified of the mo- 
tion and its effect. Also that the 
national organization be noti- 
fied of.the Council's official po- 
sition. 


Councilman George Hein said 
that he felt this issue shouldn’t 
be pushed at this time. 


Several spokesmen from the 
audience declared the unfitness 
of girls to play baseball with 
boys and they, indeed, would 
not let their daughters join a 
co-ed team. 


“IT would never let my daugh- 
ters play hard ball with boys,” 
declared Jerry Corniola of 517 
Stannage. 


Others in the audience said 
that all children in Albany 
should be given equal opportun- 
ity to play in Little League. 


‘I’m not personally good 
enough to join Little League,” 
Rebecca Hartman, a young Al- 
bany citizen, said, ‘‘but every- 
one should be able to try out.’ 


“If they’re not good enough 

play Little League, there 
should be a league where they 
can get better.” 


to 


Jim Scoggins of 902 Polk, 
former president of Albany Lit- 
tle League for four years, said, 

“Little League realized a year 
ago that they have a problem 
and now they're trying to solve 
it." 

According to Scoggins Little 
League is working on several 
pilot projects and that in his 
Opinion girls would be allowed 
in Little League within a year. 

Councilman Michael Gleason 
felt that more time was needed 
to find a workable solution. 


“Years and years of condi- 
tioning are working against us,” 
said the recently elected young 
councilman, “‘It takes time to 
bridge the cultural gap between 
girls and boys.” 


He explained to the Council 
that he felt confident that the 
Little League would find a solu- 
tion,

One of the four scientific schol- 
ars who collaborated in writing 
the book, Michael G. Barbour, 
Associate Professor of Botany 
at U.C. Davis, will be the prin- 
ciple speaker. His leeture will 
be illustrated. Although the 
book deals in detail with the 
Marin County peninsula where 
an attempt to put a nuclear 
power plant was made, the sci- 
entific subjects are dealt with 
in a popular fashion. 


Of California’s 1067 miles of 
coastline, only 153 are open to 
free public use and efforts are 
continuously being made by 
private interests to erode this 
small number, Rose Alvarnaz, 
1974 Program Chairman for the 
Forum, will have copies of the 
book for sale and the author 
will autograph. 


There will be two _ other 
guests speaking briefly. Thomas 
M. Bonnicksen, member of the 
California State Park and Rec- 
reation Commission from 1970 
to 1974, who is currently enroll- 
ed in a Ph. D. program in Na- 
tural Resource Policy at U.C. 
Berkeley, will discuss Proposi- 
tion One which would provide 
for the purchase of more coast- 
al lands, and Proposition Two 
which would clear California 
waters of pollution. 


It is most appropriate that 
the closing remarks will be 
made by a member of the Os- 
born and Roth famliies, prom 
inent in New York and Califor- 
nia for their great interest in 
environmental problems. Mrs. 
William Matson Roth's grand- 
father was a well known pale- 
ontologist and her father, Fair- 
field Osborn, Jr. was the auth- 
or, in 1949, of Our Plundered 
Planet. She and her husband 
have been ardent supporters of 
Nature Conservancy and the 
Audubon Society for many 
years, and of Coastal Ecology. 


Their large ranch in Mendo- 
cino County is a private refuge 
and for the last two years the 
Roths have permitted it to be 
used as an environmental sum- 
mer camp for Bay. Area Inner 
City children. Their former 
ranch in Sonoma County is now 
used by Sonoma State Universi- 
ty as an Environmental Test 
Station.

near your fuse box. | 


With a flashlight, they may help should your lights go out. 


Be Prepared. Know where your fuse boxes or 
circuit breakers are located. " 
Locate the main switch 

box—usually near the 

spot where the PG&E 

electric service wires 

connect to your house, 

or near your PG&E elec- 

tric meter. Locate any 

additional box or boxes - 
—usually in a closet or 
utility room. Keep spare 

fuses handy. 


Check the Neighbors. If your lights should go 
out, check to see if other homes in your neigh- 
borhood have lights. If the power is off in your 
home only, you may have a blown fuse or 
tripped circuit breaker. 


Determine the Cause. Blown fuses or tripped 
circuit breakers are often caused by having too 
many lamps or appliances connected to one 
outlet or circuit. Another 
possibility is a defective cord 
on a lamp or appliance. To 
check, unplug all lamps or 
appliances on the affected 
circuit, looking for defective 
plugs or cords while doing 
eR Replace the blown fuse 
or re-set the tripped circuit, 
following the procedures 


given below. Then plug each 
lamp or appliance back in. 
A defective one will cause the fuse to blow, or 
circuit breaker to trip, again. 


To Replace a Fuse. First turn the ntain switch 
to “OFF.” Make sure that your hands are dry 
and that you are standing on a dry surface. 
Look for the “blown” fuse; the “window’’ may

Never use a penny or other 
metal object to “bridge” the blown fuse, as this 
could cause a house fire. Turn the main switch 
to “ON.” If only part of the lights in the house 
come on, this may indicate that a fuse in a 
secondary fuse box has also blown. Check

these fuses in the same way you checked the 
fuses at the main switch. Be sure the main 
switch is “OFF” while you are changing fuses. 


Cartridge Fuses. You won't be able to visually 
tell exactly which cartridge fuse is blown. In 
this case, test st by replacing each fuse with a 


new one until you find the blown fuse. A tripped 
circuit breaker will probably be out of the “ON 
position 


To Reset a Circuit Breaker. Move the affected 
circuit breaker handle all the way to the “OFF 
Position (for some cir- 
cuit breakers, a mod- 
erate pressure in the 
“OFF” direction is 
necessary to cause 
them to reset). Then, 
move the handle to 
the ‘ON’ position. If 
the affected circuit 
breaker does not indi- 
cate that it has tripped 
(its handle has not 
moved from the 
“ON” position), and 
you do not know 
which circuit breaker controls the affected cir- 
Cuit, try resetting all circuit breakers. 


Never plug in radios 
near bathtubs or basins. Never wash coffee 
pots pots irying pans while they are still plugged

Put A Feather In Your Cap 


Can you serve a nutritious, 
protein-rich recipe at a com- 
paratively low cost? 

The National Macaroni Man- 
ufacturers Assn, took up that 
challenge and found that a 
homemaker could prepare a 
meatless protein-rich entree 
for an average cost of from 55 
cents to 69 cents per person, 

According to Robert M. 
Green, executive secretary of 
NMMaA, the association’s home 
economics test kitehens devel- 
oped three one-dish recipes, 
Tuna-Noodle Bake, One-Pot 
Spaghetti and Fish, and Macar- 
oni and Tuna Chowder, each 
of which serves four persons. 

Ingredients for each recipe 
were purchased by association 
representatives in three differ- 
ent grocery supermarkets — 
one in New York, one in Chi- 
eago and the third in Los An- 
geles. Cost of the recipes var- 
ied from $2.15 to $2.92 for the 
exact amount of the ingred- 
ients necessary to complete the 
particular recipe, Green said. 

In place of meat, protein- 
rich fish, cheese and milk were 
used to supplement the mac- 
aroni protein in these recipes. 

Historically, macaroni pro- 
ducts have been regarded as 
budget-stretchers since they 
can make a little meat go a 
jong way, Green said. Maca- 
roni recipes can also utilize 
the less costly types of meat. 

Here are the recipes with _ 
approximate cost of serving:
